When the rebellion was first inaugu- 
rated, the rebel openly boasted that 
they had three things to, which they 
looked as rendering their success cer 
tain; These are,—Ist, cottgn ; 2d, For-- 
eign aid, in the shape of recognition, and.

neer of thecompany. Mr. F. L. Pope, 
formerly of Great Barrington, one of 
the assistant engineers, is at present 
employed in making all the charts and 
sketches required for the enterprise. — 
His work consists of a complete compi- 
lation of existing and accessible author- 
itics relating to the northwestern coast 
of America and the Northeastern coast 
of Asia. 
and the most minute configurations of 
the coast are represented with the ut- 
most exactness. Mr. Pope is indefatiga- 
ble in his researches, and, strange to 
say, finds that Cook’s Voyages, published 
in London, 1787, furnish the most com- 
plete account of this distant portion of 
our continent. 

The proposed route of the line is as 
follows : Commencing at the junction 
of the Pacific telegraph at Salt Lake 
City, it will follow the Oregon trail to 
Fort Wallah Wallah, thence proceed up 


the headwaters of the latter, then into. 
the valley of Frazer's river, up that riv- 
er to Forts Alexandria, George and St.
